Ho charged th a t he had 
been excluded from the last session 
of the commission and dem anded to 
be allowed to have access to the mi u- 
utes and stenographic notes of what 
transpired at tin* final m ental and phy­ 
sical examination of the defendant 
When Justice Fitzgerald d*elin**d to 
turn the minutes over to th* district 
attorney, 
Mr, 
Jerom e 
declared 
he 
would carry the eas< to th e appellate 
division of the supreme court, asking 
that a » tit of prohibition or manda 
mus he granted to prevent a continu­ 
ance* of th* Thaw trial until the high­ 
er court had ruled upon th** legality 
of tin* commission's course. 
Justice Fitzgerald r* minded Mr. J* r- 
oine that he had waiv.d t h e statutory 
right of attending the last session of 
the commission by suggesting himself 
that all the attorn* ys he excluded from 
the sitting in question. 
lb* then 
granted th* 
district attorney an ad 
journm ent until Monday morning n< xt 
in order that he might have time to 
prepare bis application to the appel ; 
la'»- division. 
Mr. Jerom e protested 
that the tim e was not sufficient, hut 
Justice Fitzgerald cut him short with 
the announcem ent that the trial must 
be concluded forthwith. 
Unless Mr, Jerom e should secure a 
writ of prohibition in the meantime. 
Justice Fitzgerald is expected to an­ 
nounce on Monday m orning that he 
has confirm**d th** report of the com­ 
mission and order that the trial pro­ 
ceed w ithout further delay. 
Th** dis­ 
trict attorney and the counsel for the 
defense will be heard in argum ent as 
to the confirmation of the report at 
Monday’s session of th** court if they 
so desir**. 
The report of tin* commission was 
a most sweeping victory for Thaw. 
It 
confirmed th** reports of th e excellent 
had mad** before the com­ 
mission in both his m ental and phy­ 
sical tests, and also indicated that the 
only expert testimony which the com­ 
mission had taken Into consideration 
was that of the physicians who had 
had an opportunity to exam ine Thaw 
and talk with him almost daily during 
the trial. 
The testimony of th»* other 
experts who answered from hypotheti­ 
cal basis, was declared by the com­ 
mission 
to be irreconcilable. 
The 
most significant paragraph in the re­ 
port reads; 
“The direct oral and physical exam­ 
ination of the defendant by the com- 
missioners

Insanity In the defendant at the pres­ 
ent tim e.”
